family when He calls on boys or girls to serve Him in 
the priesthood or sisterhood. For parents to say “No,” 
and to do all they can to prevent the acceptance of the 
call by the child, represents a very serious fault, which 
God might punish by sending to that home some great 
disappointment, as often occurs through the break-up 
of a marriage which looked good at the beginning. 


In fact from the day their children come into the 
world, parents should pray to Almighty God to direct 
them to happiness in whatever vocation He would have 
their child serve Him, and good parents should pray 
that He will call at least one of their children to the 
religious life. 


Parents today, unfortunately, are the chief hin- 
drance to the religious vocation, and they should dread 
to think of the judgment they will be subjected to as 
they enter eternity. Formerly parents regarded it as 
a signal honor to have one of their boys selected by 
Christ to conduct the same sort of ministry He exer- 
cised. To the apostles He said, “You have not chosen 
Me, but I have chosen you.” 

The same is true of the girl. She is selected just 
as truly for the sisterhood as the boy is for the priest- 
hood, to be “an instructor of others unto justice.” 

The Apostles ordained young men to their own 
ministry, but at the same time they selected women 
to work with them “in the gospel.” 

Vocations often run in families that are related 
to one another, just as they did in Christ’s time. John 
the Baptist was selected to be a fore-runner of Christ, 
and he was Christ’s own cousin. Some of the Apostles 
were brothers. The family that entertained Christ 
most as a guest, and of which He thought much, all 
became religious. Lazarus became one of the earliest 
Bishops of the Church; Mary became a contemplative 
religious; and Martha, her sister, became the founder 
of an active community of women. We have in this 
diocese some priests who have several brothers and 
sisters in religion — something of which their parents 
have been most proud.

For your own good, dear parents, do not incur 
the displeasure of God by opposing the religious voca- 
tion of your children, and if your children show signs 
of such a vocation before they finish the grade school, 
give them encouragement during their high school 
years. Urge them to go to the Sacraments frequently, 
and not to catch the pagan spirit of the world followed 
in social life by most high school students.

In a series of resolutions adopted at its closing sessions, 


Federal Education Aid 


Pittsburgh—(RNS)—Federal aid to education was op- 


annual convention here of the

the convention declared that “it is?— 


the obligation of individual state 
and local school authorities to solve 
their school problems.” 


“Federal subsidies, if found to be 
necessary to overcome pressing 
financial needs existing in some 
states,” a resolution on education 
aid said, “should not be made a 
matter of general policy by includ- 
ing states not- in need of aid. 
Moreover, if such aid is imperative, 
it should not be of a permanent 
character, but rather an emergency 
measure.” 


The resolution stressed that 
“Catholics are by no means the 
only opponents of extending the 
federal power into the field of 
education.” 


“We deplore the fact,” it said, 
“that certain enemies of the Cath- 
olic Church use the failure of the 
proposed legislation as a pretense 
to calumniate the Church, the 
hierarchy and the Holy Father, and 
therefore we hope that the question 
of federal aid to education, before 
its final disposition, may hence- 
forth be discussed objectively and 
in the spirit of fairness and 
justice.” 

Another resolution dealing with 
“the challenge of Communism” said 
that “this is a time which imper- 
atively calls for enlightened states- 
manship, for policies not coming 
under the head of what is common- 
ly called appeasement, but for a 
program based on fairness and 
justice to all races and peoples and 
individuals.” 

“Many injustices must be recti- 
fied,” the resolution said, “real 
solidarity of the family of nations 
under God must be sought after, 
and the wealth the Creator has 
given to mankind must be used for 
the benefit of all.” 


“By these and similar means,” 
the resolution added, “the West 
must endeavor to meet the Com- 
munist challenge and its tempting 
appeals to so-called backward 
nations.” 


Other resolutions deplored the 
breakdown of morals in American 
public and professional life, and 
the incidence of drug addiction 
among youth, which was attributed 
to the “godless and secularized up- 
bringing and training in the homes 
and schools of our nation.” 


Albert J. Sattler, New York, 
was reelected president of the 
Central Verein at the final busi- 
ness session. Other officers elected 
were James Zipf, St. Louis, first 
vice-president; Albert Dobie, Ham- 
den, Conn., general secretary; 
Joseph Porta, Pittsburgh, recording 
secretary; and John Sullentrop, 
Colwich, Kan., treasurer.

intelligence, grace and fortitude 
to fight for the Cause of Christ. 
“We are not alone” Father 
O’Connor continued, “in gather- 
ings such as these to ask God’s 
Blessing on our work, on our sac- 
rifices.” 
Reviewing labor’s history, Fa- 
ther O’Conner illustrated “labor’s 
contribution to our country and 
the world at large, in face of tre- 
mendous opposition and many 
false charges of violence, which in 
early days of the American labor 
movement, were considered by 
some self-seeking individualists as 
a legitimate means of discrediting 
the so-called radicals among the 
laboring class. In spite of all this 
opposition, labor’s contribution has 
been outstanding. 


“According to findings of some 
eminent leaders in labor history 
research,” he said, “it has been 
revealed that many charges of vio- 
lence attributed to labor are 
proved to have been false. 


“Though generally accepted,” he 
continued “throughout the large 
industrial areas of our northern 
states, labor unions, throughout 
our southern industrial areas are 
still faced with the same bitter 
anti-union opposition that was 
prevalent during the early days of 
the American Labor Movement.” 
Concluding his sermon, Father 
O’Conner stated that a “movement 
of an organic structure of asso- 
ciations is essentially necessary to 
meet the problems confronting us 
today. Society must be recon- 
structed with Christian principles 
through associations of workers, 
associations of professions and 
associations of business and in- 
dustry.”

Apostleship Of Sea Leader Tells How It 
Fights Communism Among Merchant Seamen 


Detroit — (NC) — The efforts of 
the Apostleship of the Sea in the 
movement to meet the threat of 
communism among merchant sea- 
men in this country was pointed up 
by the Rev. Thomas A. McDonough, 
C.SS.R., secretary, at the sixth 
annual national conference of the 
organization here. The Apostle- 
ship sessions were held in connec- 
tion with the annual conventions of 
the National Conference of Catho- 
lic Charities and the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul. 


“Merchant seamen have a desire 
for professional excellence in their 
trade and they want recognition as 
responsible agents in the shipping 
world,” Father McDonough said. 
“Often they are made to feel they 
have no personal stake in the 
shipping industry—sometimes they 
are looked upon as only problem 
children of the port cities and 
their ships. Then, when they come 
ashore they are ignored and un- 
wanted by the cities their labor 
helps to make great.” 


Father McDonough, who is Port 
Chaplain at New Orleans, said the 
Apostleship has service centers in 
317 ports of the world to provide 
recreational and residential ser- 
vices to all seamen, The organiza- 


tion in the United States, he said, | 


has 11 clubs in operation—in 
Brooklyn, New York, Newport 
News, Va., Mobile Ala., New 
Orleans, Wilmington, Calif., San 
Pedro, Calif., San Francisco, Port- 
land, Oreg., Seattle, Wash., and 
Corpus Christi, Tex. 

He said that in Philadelphia two 
chapels have been set up along the 
wharves for the convenience of 
seamen who cannot get away from 
their ships to attend Mass on Sun- 
days and holy days. 

Father McDonough said there is 
an increased number of foreign 
seamen in American ports mainly 
because of the fact that their home- 
lands now are communist-domin- 
ated and they cannot return. 

“The American maritime trade 
labor organizations have signified 
with action their determination 
that subversive elements shall not 
sabotage the merchant marine,” 
Father McDonough said. “Our 
organization is a reawakening of 
an old movement in the Catholic 
Church. This revitalizing of Cath- 
olic maritime work began with the 
founding of the Apostleship of the 
Sea in the British Isles m 1920. 
Its aims were and are to serve the 


moral, spiritual and social welfare 
of seamen. International 


be moved to Rome where the move- 
ment is under the patronage of the 
Sacred Consistorial Congregation. 
This Congregation, among other 
functions watches over the spiri- 
tual welfare of immigrants, travel- 
lers and seamen.” 

He said the services offered by 
the American clubs are open to 
all seamen. The clubs are volun- 
tary agencies, sponsored by persons 
in their respective communities. 
Father McDonough said “we go 
all over the waterfront, wherever 
seamen are to be found,” and it 
is hoped that someday “we may 
have a port chaplain visiting the 
ships and working with seamen in 
their struggles in every port in 
the United States.” 

“Our merchant marine will have 
none of communism,” Father 
McDonough said. “Our prime ¢on- 
cern is giving a lift to seamen in 
their efforts to build up their own 
good and welfare. Our efforts 
among our seamen friends and with 
their families have been a recog- 
nized source of strength to the 
seamen in their _ struggles.

Such was the question asked by 
a man in the crowd attending a 
public lecture I had just given in 
the courtyard adjacent to the 
Catholic Church in Jacksonville, 
North Carolina. Judging from his 
accent, I took him to be a native 
son. The question was one which 
I encountered frequently as I 
stood on street corners explaining 
the Faith to Tarheels and answer- 
ing their inquiries. 

‘Much of the difficulty of non- 
Catholics in seeing the reason- 
ableness of the doctrine of papal 
infallibility,” I answered, “is 
traceable to a failure to under- 
stand: the Church’s teaching on 
this subject. Papal infallibility 
does not mean, as you imagine, 
that the pope can do no wrong or 
commit no sin. 

“It means simply that when the 
pope in his official capacity as head 
of the universal Church defines a 
doctrine of faith or morals for 
all the faithful, he is divinely ee 
tected from teaching error. This 
authority was conferred by Christ 
upon Peter and his successors at 
ga Philippi when Jesus 
said: 

“*Thou art Peter; and upon this 
rock I will build my Church and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it. And I will give to thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven. 
And whatsoever thou shalt bind 
upon earth, it shall be bound also 
in heaven, and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose upon earth, it shall be 
loosed also in heaven.’

“Marriage,” I replied, “is an 
honorable estate. No Church looks 
upon matrimony with greater re- 
spect and reverence than the 
Catholic Church. She encourages 
her members who have no voca- 
tion to the religious life to marry, 
rear, good families and to stay 
married until death. She does not 
hold up the self-centered bachelor, 
intent only upon his own selfish 
comfort and pleasure, as the ideal. 
With St. Paul, she teaches that 
marriage is ‘a great sacrament’ 
and that the Christian home is a 
nursery of virtue and holiness, . .” 
“Why then,” broke in the man, 
“don’t you priests marry and set 
the example for your people?” 

“While bs ger the dignity of 
the married state,” I replied, “the 
Church asks her priests to follow 
the counsel of St. Paul: ‘He that 
is without a wife is solicitous for 
the things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please God. But he 
that is with a wife is solicitous for 
the things of the world, how he 
may please his wife; and he is di- 
vided,’ It is merely a counsel of 
perfection, the Church recognizes, 
and not a divine command. 

“The parochial clergy of the 
Greek Catholic Church in union 
with Rome are married. But those 
of the Church of the West are 
celibates. They are thus able to 
give their whole heart and soul to 
the work of the priesthood .. , 
and to undertake sacrifices which 
a married clergy would be hesi- 


tant to make because of family 
obligations,” —

The Church today does 
what Christ did for the people of 
His time. We are all members of 
One Body, the Mystical Body of 
Christ, through Baptism not the 
other Sacraments.

How Reds In China 
Persecute Catholics 


OMMUNIST leaders in Chung- 
king began at the beginning of 
summer to hold demonstrations 
against the Papal Internuncio, 
Archbishop Antonio Riberi. The 
demonstrations were so many and 
so. frequent that a great many of 
the native clergy of China believed 
some of the charges and were in- 
duced to sign an appeal for his 
removal. He was charged with be- 
ing “anti-patriotic,” which really 
— that he was anti-Commun- 
st. 


It might be said in passing that 
these same Communists tried these 
tactics on Protestants first. The 
Catholic Bishops in China opposed 
the propaganda. 

Now word comes from Hong 
Kong that Red China has ordered 
the immediate deportation of the 
Archbishop. His expulsion was 
ordered by the military control 
commission at Nanking. News re- 
ports said he would probably be 

laced aboard a train and sent to 
ong Kong. 

Back in March $1, the Nanking 
newspapers published a declaration 
over signatures, actual or forged, 
of some priests and a large num- 
ber of Catholic laity.

It was to 
be a “Catholic demonstration” 
through the city streets. At the 
head of the cortege marched the 
pastor of the Cathedral and the 
Vicar-Capitular; then seven native 
priests. In the procession were 
carried Red flags and pictures of 
the Communist leaders. Every 
hundred yards they were stopped 
and given a signal and had to cry 
out, with their fists in the air: 
“Down with Riberi!” At certain 
spots along the route of the pro- 
cession, Buddhists and Protestants 
received the marchers enthusiasti- 
cally, and served them tea and 
cakes at the expense of the or- 
ganizers of the demonstration. 


That evening all Catholics, 
bonzes and Protestants were or- 
dered to appear at a an held 
in the square before the Cat edral 
to hear the case against Archbish- 
op Riberi. The purpose of the 
meeting was given in the opening 
speech of one of the “progressive” 
Catholics in violent and far from 
Catholic terms. Next on the rost- 
rum was the Vicar-Capitular who 
said that he agreed with the gov- 
ernment’s attitude towards Arch- 
bishop Riberi’s interference in the 
internal political life of China. He 
called for a severe sanction, which 
he said could only be expulsion 
from the ¢ountry; this would free 
China from Imperialism. 


This Took Courage 


Father Tong-che-tche took the 
floor then. Ordained for Chung- 
king, he had been incardinated in 
Nanking. He made a great sign of 
the Cross, and said three ejacul- 
ations to the Sacred Heart, the 
Blessed Mother and the Apostles; 
he made the ritual bows to the ef- 
figies of the party leaders, Then, 
in a strong voice, he read a declar- 
ation which an eyewitness says 
had the effect of a bombshell. No 
one dared to stop him. The of- 
ficial delegates sat “dead-pan” 


while Father Tong finished. The

Solemnly and with all his 
fortitude he was refusing, as a 
Catholic priest, to participate in 
the attack against Archbishop 
Riberi who represented the Pope, 
and was casting his lot with the 
Internuncio. He condemned the 
Triple Independence movement in- 
sofar as it was opposed to the doc- 
trine of the Church. He affirmed 
his faith im and fidelity to Christ, 
to His Church and to the Pope. He 
had words to brand those who lack- 
ed the courage to affirm their 
faith, who maneuvered and com- 
promised with error, and so left 
shaken the faith of the faithful. 


For himself, he wished to remain 
unswervingly faithful to God; he 
would willingly e his life for 
his country, which he _ sincerely 
loved, but he could not. sacrifice 
to it his faith. In closing, he of- 


fered himself as intermediary in 


peo 
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ing. There was nothing for the of- 
ficial delegates to do but try to 
bring it to as ungraceful a con- 


clusion as possible with 
short, empty remarks. 
As the group broke up, many 
Christians came to congratulate 
Fr. Tong and to promise him the 
grateful help of their prayers, for 
they knew that his courageous 
stand -would mean trouble for him, 
and possibly serious consequences. 


Hunted And Tormented 


The pressure brought to bear 
upon the clergy has been particul- 
arly intense in Chungking, the 
center of the Southwest China 
overnment and the source of all 
irectives. For four months priests 
there have been literally hunted 
down and tormented. Not a day 
passes that they are not “visited” 
by special agents or ordered to at- 
tend public and private meetings 
during which they are assailed 
with threats. Some have to furnish 
the police with a weekly detailed 
list of all their activities; they are 
strictly forbidden to have any con- 
tact with foreign missionaries. 


During the week following ‘the 
above mentioned assembly, the 
clergy had time to take hold of 
themselves and realize what they 
had done. The scandal had been 
public; so, too, would be their re- 
traction before their Christians. 


On Sunday, June 10, the Vicar- 
Capitular was to sing the High 
Mass in the Cathedral — the only 
church remaining open for services 
in all of Chungking. In his sermon 
he would make a solemn retraction 


a few 


who had joined him in compromis- 
ing on the Riberi question. 


And so, before his Mass and in 
the presence of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment exposed, Fr. Che read his re- 
traction and profession of faith. 
He recognized and acknowledged 
the error committed in opposing 
the Pope’s representative and ask- 
ed pardon for the scandal caused 
by the priests and faithful who 
had capitulated. He asked those 
who had taken part in the scandal 
to go to confession and Commu- 
nion. Many of the Christians went 
to Confession immediately and re- 
ceived Communion at the Mass 
that followed. 


All the clergy of Chungking 
were present. This fortunate 
about-face on the part of their 
pastors restored the courage of the 
faithful and many wept with joy. 
But hardly had the Vicar-Capitular 
left the Church when the special 
agents, who were as usual inter- 
spersed in the congregation, appre- 
hended him and demanded an ex- 
planation for this change of atti- 
tude. Simply and courageously he 
confirmed the retraction he had 
just made. 


The following morning all the 
priests of the city and environs, 16 
in number, as well as about 20 
Christians, chosen from the “pro- 
gressive” ranks, were taken to the 
special agents’ headquarters. The 
communists tried their usual meth- 
ods of intimidation and persuasion 
to get the clergy to return to the 
position they had taken before the 
retraction. 


_If the priests and faithful would 
side with _the authorities in the 
case against Archbishop  Riberi 
and the Holy See, the Reds pro- 
mised to give them back the Cath- 
olic Hospital and another large 
institution which had been recently 
confiscated. They were wasting 
their time. One by one the priests 
affirmed their complete agree- 
ment with and adhesion to the 
speech made the day before in the 
Cathedral by the Vicar-Capitular 
and their unbreakable loyalty to 
the Internuncio and the Holy See. 

“You may ask anything of us 
for the good of our rte they 
said.

News And Notes On Books 


Rev. G. J. Gustafson, S.S. 


A BOOK which the author never 
meant to write will be pub- 
lished on September 24, due to 
popular demand. The book is “My 
Russian Yesterdays” by the form- 
er Russian Baroness, Catherine de 
Hueck Doherty, dynamic exponent 
of interracial justice. 


Though the “Baroness” has writ- 
ten much on the ills of North 
American society, or as she des- 
cribes them — the wounds of the 
Mystical Body of Christ, she wrote 
little of her early years in Russia. 
Such books as “Friendship House,” 
the history of her work for the 
poor, and her recent “Dear Sem- 
inarian,” advice to seminarians on 
what the people will expect of 
them as priests, came from her 
pen, but articles on Russia were 
few.

When you watch a motion pic- 
ture, though you may be only 
vaguely aware of the fact, most of 
the action, emotional, exciting, or 
tragic, is played against the back- 
| ground of orchestral music. 

Music in the radio programs or 
TV in the main is a background 
' for serials, bridges spanning the 
action of individual scenes, or or- 

chestra numbers and songs used to 
| give the comedians a few moments 

to draw breath. 
' Tumblers tumble to music and 
club swingers swing to music and 
| the dancing is thrust to the fore- 
ground while the music, essential 
for its rhythm is pushed far, far 
back. 

Music is the thin thread on 
which are strung the singing com- 
| MInercials. 

But then, music has long suffered 
| that fate. In the better restaurants, 
an orchestra plays softly—very 
| softly—while you dine. And now in 
a great variety of restaurants, 
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piped music floats hardly noticed’ 
over your head as you tuck away 


hamburger or filet mignon, 


| your 
your lobster thermidor or swiss 


cheese on rye. 


What was once one of the nob- 
lest of the arts has now become a 
mere shadowy background for the 
“important things” of life. Music is 
a poor downtrodden handmaid, 
stepping aside to let more signifi- 
cant interests take first place. 


The result is that thousands of 
young people now growing up 
never listen to music at all. They 
hear it without hearing it. It is 
never a thing in itself but is al- 
ways the accompaniment of some- 
thing else. They hear half a dozen 

tunes at a musical movie, and 
remember not the songs but the big 
production dance the songs accom- 
panied. They talk gaily through 
at music coming in over the air. 
‘hey are, in fact, slightly impati- 
ent with the music on the buses be- 
cause it interrupts their day-dream- 
ing (if indeed it ever does) or with 
the dinner music that makes it a 
little difficult to pay one’s dinner 
partner the proper compliments. 


Now there is, of course, some- 
thing charming about music as a 
background for life. The movies 
are better when back of the action 
there is excellent music. One can 
bear the antics of a pair of gym- 
nasts because they move swiftly to 
the beat of the music that sets 
their pace. The irritating com- 
mercials are perhaps a little less 
irritating when they are set to a 
catchy wisp of melody. 


But music is not just a back- 
ground. 


Music is something which de- 
serves our full and complete at- 
tention. 


Young people themselves have 
discovered that when they stop 
dancing and crowd around the 
bandstand of some of the top 
name bands. Harry James or Eddy 
Duchin can bring close to the in- 
struments a crowd of open-eyed 
and open-eared devotees. The feet 
stop when the ears really begin to 
concentrate. Semetimes it is hard 
to get a ballroom full of dancers to 
continue their slow motion dancing 
when Vaughn Monroe starts to 
sing or Benny Goodman lifts his 
licorice stick and gives forth with 
particularly hot licks, 

Dance music can actually become 
so good that nobody wants to 
dance. They just want to listen to 
the music. But then, great ballet 
music has become so fine that a 
symphony orchestra, without sign 
or sight of dancers, can present 
“Scheherezade” or “Swan Lake” 
or “Prince Igor’ or “Rite of 
Spring.” Written to be background 
for the dance, these compositions 
gain the right to be heard for their 
own beauty. 3

ist, in life, on the air, the screen, 
or a disk, deserves the compliment 
of our silent attention. What these 
artists are doing is not merely a 
great piece of music; it is a pyro- 
technic display of a great personal 
skill.

Prejudices did not fight their 
way in, and they cannot be fought 
out. Good will, friendly understand- 
ing, personal example are _ the 
weapons that win success. Remem- 
ber, you would be as he, but for 
the grace of God and the accident 
of birth. 


Prejudices cannot be attacked as 
a whole. They form too big a net- 
work. They are too strongly en- 
trenched in the mind. Single out 
one prejudice, one single damning 
thing he holds against us, and 
calmly show him the truth in this 
one particular. Do this, and the 
whole house of cards of his intoler- 
ance will tumble. 


When I started going with a 
Catholic girl, who was later to be- 
come my wife and the mother of 
my children, she battled my pre- 
judices as a whole, and they be- 
came more firmly imbedded than 
before. Then, fortunately, 1 was 
told by a friend that I had better 
watch out, or a Catholic priest 
would corner me and I would be 
coerced into joining the Catholic 
Church. “That is the way they 
work,” my _ sincere friend told 
me. My bull-headed Pennsylvania 
Dutch asserted itself, and I re- 
solved that I would take the bull 
by the horns. I would go to. a 
priest and see for myself. 


‘He Didn't Want Me...’ 


I received the shock of my life. 
The priest listened kindly and un- 
derstandingly. He told me never to 
accept the Catholic Faith unless I 
really believed in it With my whole 
heart and soul. He would gladly 
give me instructions. But if [ still 
had doubts, then it would be better 
to even have a mixed marriage. 
Far better, he told me, to retain 
my Protestant faith, in which I 
believed, than damn my soul with 
accepting something else, no mat- 
ter how -holy, which I would neith- 
er believe nor practice. 


There was certainly no high 
pressure here. I tried another 
priest, with the same result. My 
entire wall of prejudice collapsed, 
because one stone had been re- 
moved. Twenty-seven years of in- 
tolerance were overcome by the 
accident of the random but well 
meant remark of a close friend: 
“Watch out or a priest will get 
you.” Well, the priest had his” 
chance, and didn’t want me — un- 
less I really wanted him and the 
Faith for which he stood. 


The quickest approach to the 
winning of Protestant peoples to 
our Holy Faith lies in an intelli- 
gent understanding of their objec- 
tions.

Notre Dame has a lot of winning 
seasons. It is a matter of record, 
however, that 17 years elapsed 
between two unbeaten, untied 
campaigns—1930 to 1947. 

In both 1946 and 1947, the 
Irish were acclaimed as national 
champions by the Associated 
Press. It can probably be listed 
as the most phenomenal grid 
coaching achievement of all 
time that Leahy in three con- 
secutive seasons, 1943, 1946 and 
1947, won three national champ- 
ionships. 

The season of 1948 saw the 
Notre Damers continue their un- 
beaten habits under Leahy’s tute- 
lege, but there were anxious 
moments aplenty. To begin with, 
there was the opening 28-27 
triumph over Purdue. And in the 
Northwestern game, won 12-7, the 
Irish were behind 7-6 midway in 
the last quarter. Finally came the 
curtain-closer with Southern Cal, 
out in Los Angeles, and the 
Trojans went ahead, 14-7, with 
two minutes and thirty-five seconds 
to go. Usually, I’m not that 
accurate on statistical material. 
But the reason I am so aware of 
the two minutes and thirty-five 
seconds is because that was the 
answer of Referee Jimmy Cain 
when Notre Dame’s left halfback, 
Billy Gay, checked him immed- 
lately after the second Southern 
Cal score.

business of living. 
It can be bad. When this activ- 
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ity interferes with the true pur- 
pose of a Catholic education 
and stifles the urge to study, it is 
bad. When you find that the same 
few are leading these activities, 
then there is no longer an oppor- 
tunity for all and the original pur- 
pose no longer exists. Or when one 
activity, such as athletics, is em- 
phasized to the extent that all 
others are relegated to the back- 
ground, then there follows the 
general crushing of initiative in 
the student body and bad school 
spirit rears its ugly head. This is 
bad, of course. 


Next week we will talk about 
some specific examples with the 
hope of helping some to form a 
right attitude toward the many 
extra-curricular activities connect- 
ed with school life today.

The Lutherans over here de- 
ceive the people by representing 
that Lutheranism as such stands 
for a separation of Church and 
State. Practically all the Pro- 
testant countries today, 
have a union of Church and State 
- are the Lutheran countries, such 
as Sweden, Norway, Denmark, and 
- until a few years ago, in a sense, 
| Prussia. 


Most other countries of Europe 
'which formerly had union o 
Church and State, were non-Cath- 
| olic countries, such as England, 
Russia, and Balkan States. 


There has never been a union 
between the Catholic Church and 
the State except where the vast 
majority of the people were Cath- 
olices and wanted it, particularly 
for the safeguarding of Biblical 
rovisions in which they thorough- 
y believed, such as the prohibition 
of remarriage after divorce. They 
_ also wanted religion in education, 
| of which irreligious minorities 
tried to deprive them. 
_ The Catholic Church’s doctrine 
Is in perfect moaning with the 
texts quoted by Dallmann, “My 

ingdom is not of this world” 
(John 18:36); “Render unto Cae- 
sar the things that are Caesar’s 
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If you are asked ~ 
‘Do You Want Union Of Church And State Here?’ 
The Answer is... 


THE following is the twenty-second in a series of articles in which we answer, at the request 
of a reader, charges made against the Church in a booklet entitled “Why Protestant, Not 
Roman Catholic” by Rev. William Dallmann. The booklet is 
(Lutheran) Publishing Co., St. Louis, Mo. 


and unto God the things that are 
God’s” (Matt. 22:21). 

Christ’s Kingdom is not of this 
world but it exists in this world, 
and it was His intention that every 
citizen in the world, no matter in 
which country he lived, should be 
a citizen in His — Kingdom, 
which was to a world-wide 
Kingdom. 

Catholics are taught that they 
are bound in conscience to give to 
Caesar the things that are Caes- 
ar’s, to r t and obey duly con- 
stituted civil authority, and to 
pay their taxes. 


Dallmann quotes Pope Leo XIII, 
who certainly made the teaching 
of the Church very clear on the 
matter of “union of Church and 
State,” and holds it up as the cor- 
rect ideal—namely, co-operation 
and not antagonism between the 
ecclesiastical and the civil govern- 
ment in the protection and enforce- 
ment of the rights of the individ- 
ual, and in the encouragement of 
the observance of the moral law. 
When the same person is a mem- 
ber of both the Church and the 
State, the one looking after his 
eternal and the other after his 
temporal interests, he has a right 
expect mutual encouragement. 
The American way of separa- 
tion has never been opposed by 
the Pope, and it has been defended 
by high American prelates in ser- 
mons delivered in the very city of 
Rome. 

There are some two hundred re- 
ligious denominations functioning 
in this country, and no particular 
religion comprises a majority of 
the citizenry. Therefore no Cath- 
olic, from the Pope down, would 
think of advocating a union be- 
tween the Catholic Church and the 
United States Government. Cath- 
olics would encourage it only as 
the Lutherans encourage it in 
countries where nine-tenths or 
more of the people confess the 
same faith, and where the head of 
the state and practically all mem- 
bers of his government are mem- 
bers of that faith. 

It were strange if governments 
which are supposed to represent 
the people were to be openly an- 
tagonistic to the religion which 
they profess and love. But, as men- 
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been the least inclined to fight for 
separation of Church and te in 
Lutheran countries, where dissi- 
dents have always had disabilities 
imposed on. them, 

Separation of Church and State 
has meant something entirel 
ferent in those countries of Eur- 
ope which are predominantly 
Catholic. It has meant the en- 
slavement of the Church by the 
State; it has meant the confisca- 
tion of church pro , the closing 
of religious schools by a minor- 
ity which won power, as Commun- 
ists win power, by deception, trick- 
ery, by boring from within, by 
false propaganda. 

That has taken place at different 
times in France, Spain, Portugal, 
Italy. In fact within our memory 
the Prime Minister of Italy was a 
member of the Grand Orient Free- 
masonry, which means that he was 
an aggressive atheist; the Mayor 
of Rome was one of these at the 
same time. In those days the Ital- 
ian people did not vote, and the 
enemies elected their men to office, 
who started a war on the Church, 
which meant on the faith of 
ninety-eight per cent of the peo- 
le. Surely Dallmann would not 
old that to be the right thing 
in a country ninety-eight per cent 
Lutheran. 


This same kind of influence in- 
duced Napoleon to deliver the gov- 
ernment. of France to it. However, 
because it did not work Napoleon 
soon effected a Concordat with the 
Church for a Modus Vivendi for 
both. Then at the turn of this 
century the Grand Orient got con- 
trol of the government of France 
again, and reconfiscated church 
property, disbanded religious com- 
munities, closed religious schools, 
and actually replaced religion in 
the classroom by substituting athe- 
istic textbooks. Is that the kind 
of separation of Church and State 
in which Dallmann believes? 


Judgment Of History 


And while Mr. Dallmann may 
not be reading the more able his- 
torians, who made thorough in- 
vestigations of their own, we name 
a score of them who maintain that 
Lutheranism was introduced into 
Germany by force, and that the 
people of every province in Ger- 
many were expected to profess 
the faith, whether they liked it 
or not, of the one who ruled the 
province. Lutheranism was ac- 
tually introduced as Communism 
has been introduced in the satel- 
lite countries immediately behind 
the Iron Curtain, namely, by force 
and confiscation of religious prop- 
erty, with the division of the 
spoils among the princes and those 
Min pressed them to take such ac- 
on. 


Some very notable scholars in 
Germany in recent years have 
embraced the Catholic faith by 
having made that impartial study. 
This is also true of England. 
Cardinal Newman tells us that he
